Once More Weymouth Pays 

There arc recurring events which as 
years come and go lose somewhat of their 
significance and the real spirit which in- 
cited them is lost sight of and they pass 
by almost unheeded, bnt not so with Me- 
morial Day, If we may judge by Its ob- 
servance for the current year. 

Each year has seen changes In methods 
as ,they have been made necessary by 
changed conditions and facilities. Rey- 
nolds Post 58, G. A. R., seeing the need 
of ^ change In the manner of observing 
the dry chose a committee to formulate 
new plana and that committee with J. 
Murray. Whitcomb aa chalrmade, made 
radical changes which were well carried 
out and proved most satisfactory. 

The weather bureau could not have done 
better In weather conditions. In fact it 
was. an Ideal day for the execution of the 
following schedule ; 

As usual the place of meeting on Mon- 
day morning was Thomas' Corner, North 
Weymouth but In lieu of the long marches 
which, are usually mapped out there was 
little or no marching In store for the men. 

Comrade J. M. Whitcomb was in gen- 
eral charge with P. C. Bradford Hawes 
acting adjutant and the veteran Officer of 
the Day David Dunbar, performing his 
well known duties. 

Col. James L. Bates Camp S. of V., 
Carleton White, captain, had the escort 
position and Commander Andrew Culley 
of Post 58 G. A. R. had 70 of the 82 mem- 
bers of the Post In line. The usual com- 
pany and battalion line has become a 
thing of the past on account of depleted 
rauk but Old Glory add the Union Jack 
still waved In the air with Charles E. 
Bicknell carrying the former aud for the 
80th consecutive year P. H. Slattery the 
latter, hut It was a beautiful new well 
mounted Uulou Jack recently presented to 
him by the ladles of the Relief Corps, 
which by the way was well represented in 
the line as were also Dorothea Dix Tent 
D. of V., who presented each veteran 
with a fine button hole boquet. 

The Ladles’ Auxiliary to the Sons of 
Veterans was represented and autos iu 
which were the Board of Selectmen and 
other invited guests, were iu line and 
when we say in line we would not forget 
the Boy Scouts which iu many respects 
were a decidedly important feature. 
Head Soout Master, John McFawn, was In 
charge aud his foicc was so arranged that 
the Weymouth Boy Scouts of America 
became the leading aud most important 
factor In the decorating work. 

Carter's trend as usual had been en- 
gaged for the day and proved Itself no 
less efficient than It was many years ago. 

As we have said marching is no longer 
the order on Memorial Day and there is 
a good and sufficient reason for it, as in 
the main, the marching days of the men 
are over but by the generosity of many 
citizens ants were provided for all and the 
Old North cemetery was the first visited, 
from which the line proceeded to Wash- 
ington square, Weymouth, via North, 
Church and Commercial streets where a 
brief halt was made and the band played 
two selections and then proceeded to the 
Village cemetery, which contains the re-

mains of more soldiers than ‘any nthe* 
cemetery in town. 

The 8i. Francis Xavier cemetery was 
next and then In order came the Highland, 
the Lake View at Pond Plain, the Elm- 
wood on Union street and next Ml. Hope, 
stopping enroutc at Columbian square 
where two selections were given by the 
band. 

Having completed the work at Mt. 
Hope, autos were taken for Falrmount 
cemetery, East Weymouth, where the last 
ceremouy of the day, as to decoration, was 
to take place. The line halted at the 
Pleasant street entrance and marched to 
the cemetery stationing the band at the 
grave of Col. B. S. Lovell where a dirge 
was played, decoration of the several 
graves completed and taps sounded. 

When the last “Low Green Tent” bad 
received Its floral tributes there were 520 
as to 185 twenty-eight years ago. 

Grand Army hall was the next objective 
point and so well had the plans made been 
carried out that the column was but ten 
minutes behind time and that had been 
used up at the Innovation at Washington 
and Columbian squares. 

The long ride had given the men a good 
appetite for the dinner which was await- 
ing them by the Women’s Relief Corps, 
Mrs. Junle B. Morrill, chairman of the 
committee. It is only necessary to say 
dinner by the Women’s Relief Corps to 
know that every guest, who sits at the 
table, will be fed and well fed. Provi- 
sions in abundance had beeu prepared aud 
every member of the Corps was on the 
alert to see that every person received the 
needed or desired attention.

It was voted to build a coucrete side- 
walk ou the west side of North street be- 
ginning at Thomas Corner und extending 
to Bridge street 

Alfred 8. Flowers aud Herman 8. Pratt 
were appointed special police aud twu ad- 
ditional victualer licenses were granted. 

The N. Y., N. II. & H. R.R. report an 
investigation ot the situation at tiie East 
Weymouth station, and needed improve- 
ments will be made by which the plat- 
form will be exteuded aud a better ap- 
proach from the easterly part of the 
village.

Benjamin Burbank of Pond Street, 
Sooth Weymooth, Hit Left Com- 
plete Record of All Alarm*, With 
Exceptioo of Still Alarm*, oo Sys- 
tem Now in Force. Wa* a Fire- 
man for 30 Yeara. Remembers 
Many Bad Conflagrations. 

Benjamin Burbank of Pond street, 
8outh Weymouth, has Just presented 
Combination 5 with a complete record of 
every fire alarm that has been pulled In 
on the syatem since It w as Installed in the 
fall of 1892. 

Mr. Burbank was a fireman for thirty- 
eight years In ward 5 and resigned front 
the department a few years ago. When 
he resigned from Hose 5 he was presented 
with a gold badge by the members of that 
company 

Since the system was Installed there 
has been 1119 alarms, 71 of which were 
false. One of thu false alarms wbh due • 
to a young lady try tug to mail a letter in 
a fire alarm box, when the system was 
first Installed. The average cost to the 
town under the horse drawn system was 
about 810 an alarm and at that rate it has 
cost the town 8710 for false alarms alone 
in the past 22 years. 

The most alarms In one year was 7C, 
that being last year and this year to date 
there have heeu 48, which bids fair to 
out number all past years. 

The first box to he pulled In on the 
system w as Box 51, Oct. 30, 1892, calling 
Hose 5 and H. & L. 5 to the Weymouth 
fair grounds for a lire In the stables bear 
the race track. 

Mr. Burbank’s records brings back to 
his memory many of the big fires of SVey- 
nmuth among the most noted being as 
follows: Mar. 23, 1895, box 23 was pulled 
in calling the department to Z. L. Blck- 
uell’s store, then followed a second and 
finally a general alarm. Another was 
box 27 on April 27, 1902 when the skating 
rink or Music hall at East Weymouth was 
destroyed. 

On Feb 8, 1908, box 28 was rung in 
when the White Church was burned at 
East Weymouth Box 57, Sept. 12, 1900, 
a big woods fire at South Weymouth in 
the section known as the Old City when 
in two hours it burned out onto Union 
street aud destroyed two houses. The 
Bradley fires are also to be remembered, 
first box 18 on Nov. 25, 1901 wlieu tbe 
chemical works were destroyed at a loss 
of $100,000 and then box 13 ou July 3, 
1913 wlieu the store house was destroyed. 

Jan. 15, 1912, box 25, the Masonic 

building ul East Weymouth. 

Jan. 12, 1912, box 10, a number of cot- 
tages and boats at North Weymouth. 

Aud the not to be forgotten lire of a 
year ago on May 28, 1914, when the Town 
hall, lilcknell's garage and the Leatherette 
factory was burned, the cause of which 
brought auto fire trucks and perinaueul 
men into the department aud making it 
oue of the most efficient iu any town of 
its size in the slate, Iu the way of fire 
protection. Combination 5 Intends to 
keep up the excellent precedent of keep- 
ing a complete record, that Mr. Burbauk 
has established. He also has a complete 
record of every dreinau's muster since the 
general one held at Bath, Me., July 4th, 
1849. The number of alarms each year 
since the Installation of the present sys- 
tem, follows:

once a week give the drinking dishes a 
scrubbing and scald with hot water lu 
which a small quantity of common baking 
soda has been dissolved. 

An hour’s work with a sharp wire at 
the foot of your peach trees killing borers, 
may mean an extra bushel of flue peaches. 

If there Is a life after this and men will 
be obliged to give an account of the deeds 
done In the flesh, then perhaps the horses 
will come forward as witnesses and ac- 
cusers of man's Inhumanity to animals. 

Animals In sickness are like the rest of 
us. Some are patient, responsive, un- 
complaining, apparently grateful. Others 
fretful, cross, dllllcult to manage. For 
the same service rendered one will lick 
your hand and another bite It. They are 
almost human. 

It should be scarcely necessary to com- 
ment upon the loss which annually occurs 
through the agency of weeds on the farm, 
but that that It Is great we can well be- 
lieve. Last year saw approximately sixty 
thousand tons of weed seeds cleaned out 
of our grain at the head of the Great 
Lakes. How much more was cleaued 
out at local mills and elevators, or left on 
the farms to renew next year’s weed crop, 
could scarely be estimated. 

Bed clover should be ent for hay when 
just past full bloom. At this stage the 
maximum protein and dry matter are pres- 
ent, the leaves are still intact and the 
steins green. The hay should be so hand- 
led that It will reach the barn or stack 
with the least possible exposure to the 
weather and loss of leaves. It should 
not be allowed to become too dry in the 
windrow and should be cured In the 
shock. 

After a winter on the stone pavements 
and marble floors the animal Man has the 
desire to walk on the naked around and 
feel the cool earth, to take out his spade 
and rake and tlddle and fuss In his garden. 
Generations of houses, clothes and books 
have subdued, but not smothered the an- 
cestral tires. There Is something more 
than mere satisfaction in digging, plant- 
ing and Angering In the dirt. 

A day or so off is as necessary for work- 
ing animals as it is for people. To a 
hard-worked horse rest Is almost as nec- 
essary as food. Not only should he have 
a free run of the pasture for several hours 
every evening after he has worked hard, 
but his stall should be made comfortable 
for him by being wide enough for him to 
lie down and gel up easily, but it should 
be well bedded with clean straw, for, un- 
less he lies down regularly his rest Is 
never complete. 

Extensive tomato growers train their 
earliest plants to single stems, leaving the 
I rows not less thau 3 feet apart, and the 
1 plants 1 foot apart In the row. All side 
! branches are pinched off' as fast as they 
appear, and the single stem is supported 
by stakes or wire trellis, the stock being 
tied at intervals with coarse twine. When 
! ihe plaut Is about 4 feet high the lop is 
1 nipped and all the growth directed to the 
clusters of fruit. This method produces 
not only early fruit, but that which is 
large, smooth and line. 


There are three reasous why the fanner 
should keep fowls. Let us look at the 
ilgures where all the feed has to be 
bought The fowl of the average size 
will consume 75 pounds of grain food per 
i year, worth now about 81 CO per hundred, 
or 8120. To be conservative, place the 
cost at 81.50 per year. A conservative 
lieu will lay 125 eggs per year, on an aver- 
age for a large Hock. Many obtain sver- 
ages as high as 150 to 175.

The con- 
stant cultivation during June Hnd July 
puts the ground in good shape for the 
cover crop in the last part of August If 
the orchard is allowed to get hard and 
dry during the summer mouths a plowing 
will be required to get in the coves crop 
this fall. 

Manure that is allowed to remain in the | 
barnyard does not give as good results as 
that taken from the stalls, which fact has 
been showu by using both kinds of ma- 
nure ou growing crops. That is not to 
say that manure should be kept iu stalls ; 
on the contrary, it should be removed 
about every day for the comfort and health 
of the auirnals; but it poiuts to the fact 
that it should be carefully stored under 
cover to prevent leaching by rains.

Regulations relative to the produo 
tion and sale of Milk, adopted by 
the Board of Health of Weymouth, 
to become effective July 1, 1915. 

CHAPTER 744. ACTS OK 1014. 

As Act kki.ativk to tiik imioopction and sai.k ok mii.k, 

Skction 1. It shall he unlawful for any producer >>f milk or dealer in 
milk to sell nr deliver for sale in any city or town in the eommonwenlih any 
milk pr< 'dticed or d. alt in by hint without lirst obtaining from the hoard of 
health of such city or town a peimit authoiizmg such sale or delivery. Said 
hoards of health tire hereby authorized to issue such pcimits after an inspec- 
tion, satisfactory to ',lum, of the place in which ami of the eireumslances 
under which such milk is produced, lias hcen made by them or by their 
nuthmized agent Any permit so granted may contain such reasonable 
conditions as said boaid may think suitable for protecting the public health 
and may be revoked for failure to comply with any of such conditions. No 
charge shall be made to the producer for the permit or for the inspection of 
the dairy where the milk is produced. 

Skction 2 . In case any permit so granted is revoked, the hoard re- 
voking the permit shall immediately send notice of the revocation to the 
state board of health, and I he stale board of health shall at once inform the 
boards of health of other cities and towns in the commonwealth where, in its 
judgment, milk produced by the d.iiry to which the permit relates would be 
likely to be sold or delivered for sale, and the slate board of health shall 
also give notice of such revocation to any dealer in milk who, in the judg- 
ment of the board, would be likely to purchase milk from such dairy; and 
upon rceipt of such notice it shall be unlawful for any dealer so notiliod to 
sell or offer for sale in this commonwealth milk from the said dairy. 

Skction After a permit has been revoked, it may be renewed in 
the same way inwhich the original permit was issued, in which case the same 
form of notification shall follow as is required in the issuance of the original 
permit. 

Section 4. Any person, linn or corporation violating any provision 
of this act shall be punished by a tine of not more than one hundred dollars 
for eacli offence. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the state board of health to enforce 
the provisions of section two of this act. 

Section fi. It shall be the duty of the inspectors of milk appointed 
by the boards of health of cities and towns to enforce the provisions of sec- 
tion one, so far as relates to the milk supply of their respective cities and 
towns.

Apple trees that are heavily loaded with 
green, young fruit should have the fruit 
thinned about this lime 

All lhat Is requited to make money 
with poultry is to just give your liens a 
chance and they will produce. 

Keep the fruit of strawberries cool un- 
til the time to use or market them. Never 
pick berries for market when they are 
wet 

Owners of little farms who are devel- 
oping a program of diversified crops can 
double thair profits by canning fruits and 
vegetables 

Most of the trouble with poultry ou the 
average farm Is above the ears of the 
owner. In other words, the owner Is fol- 
lowing the wrong scheme or plan In the 
care he gives them and the management 
they receive. 

Cultivate rhubarb, bush, fruits and 
other perennials all through the summer 
to keep down weeds and to preserve a 
mulch for holding moisture. Full growth 
through the summer means larger crops 
the following year. 

Those who grow strawberries In close 
beds where the plants are thick together 
should look well to the thinning out of 
surplus plants at this season. This ought 
to he attended to as the plants are grow- 
ing, but Is very seldom done and they are 
generally left to crowd each other, and 
each to get a living as best it can 

Peas and radishes for successive crops 
should not be overlooked. l)o not be con- 
tent with only oue crop in a garden. As 
soon as any crop Is fully harvested pre- 
pare the ground and plant something else 
A garden can be kept iu full service until 
frost appears. 

Although strawbeiry plants will not 
thrive where the soil is penuaueutly wet, 
they do require au ahuudent supply of 
moisture, both duriug the growing and 
fruiting seasons. The non-observance of 
this requirement Is the occasion of heavy 
losses. 

Clover cut after seed has formed, even 
if but just bepun, is not of much value 
for dairy cows aud growing animals So 
we should harvest the crop before it goes 
out of bloom or any portion of it does so. 

The huildiug of poultry houses requites 
considerable study to meet the require- 
ments It is quite possible to have fresh 
eggs all winter lu the coldest farming sec- 
tions, but all the requisites neccessarv to 
keep the poultry comfortable and to fur- 
uish all the difierent kinds of feeds must 
be carefully worked out to fit the climsle 
and other local conditions. 

In grooming horses, main reliance 
should he placed upon the brush The 
comb should be used to clean the brush, 
and is sometimes serviceable for direct 
application, though it ought to be rubbed 
in tile direction the hair lies Some men 
will r iiltie the whole coat with the comb 
in order to loose u up the dirt aud remove 
traces of scurf among the hair. The hard 
teeth of the .comb injure tbe skin and thus 
produce more scurf than they remove 

Tlie object of every farmer should be 
to put up Ids hay in a fresh, dry and 
sweet condition. Spoiled, overripe or 
uiusiv hay is not very seiviceable as feed 
and is often very harmful to the stock 
that eat it.

A BABEL OF TONGUES. 

fh« World's Languages Now and What 
May Be In tha Future. 

How many men. If naked how many 
languages there are In the world, 
could give anything like nn accurate 
nnswer? Tho average man's knowledge 
or nblllty to speak languages rareiff 
exceeds two besides his native tongue. 

It may appear strange, but It Is nev- 
ertheless true, that there aro over 4,000 
languages spoken by mankind, while 
the number of dlnlects exceeds this. 
There are moro than sixty vocabularies 
In Brazil, and lu Mexico the Nahna Is 
broken up Into some 700 dialects. There 
are hundreds in Borneo, and In Aus- 
tralia there is no classifying the com- 
plexities Let us assume that flfty 
dialects, on nn average, ticking to each 
language and we have the colossal 
total of 200.000 linguistic abilities. 

A century hence the probability is 
that there will only bo four languages 
of Importance In the world. Central 
Europe may produce a newer and more 
straightforward Gorman language. Im- 
perial English may rolgn alone over 
the North American continent, while 
a more businesslike Spanish will be 
used In South American states. Thon 
Russia may take 011 some more rich 
Slavonic dialect, which will blond tho 
races of eastern Europe and central 
Asia Into a harmonious federation So 
that lu future three four languages will 
enter Into what may bo a never ending 
competition. - Exchange.

CAKK OF MILK. 

All milk shall be cooled to a temperature of ftO w Fahr. in an aeriatoi 
(in warm weather containing ice) within one houi of milking. 

All ii. i Ik must be bottled on tlie premises immediately after cooling 
except when sold at wholesale. 

All milk sold at retail must he delivered in bottles. 

CASK OF HOTTLKK 

All bottles must be thoroughly wushed and sterilized by heat before 
tilling. Bottles must be tilled within 24 hours of the time they have been 
washed. If a longer time elapses they must he rewashed. 

All implements used in cleaning bottles must he sterilized before used. 
In warm weather all milk must be kept at u temperature not higher 
than SO® Fahr. during delivery. 

All milk rooms must lie properly ventilated, screened and free from 

(ties. 

All milk dealers and producers must have a licence. These regula- 
tions become effective .July 1, 1915.
